Map of PG in 1696 
Is 5-Year Project 


A Hyattsville housewife, who 
has spent the past five years 
examining area land grants dating 
back to the years 1634-1696, has 
produced a map that is the only 
one of its kind in the world. 

Mrs. Truman E, Hienton, 6203 
Carrollton Terrace, Hyattsville, 
said she started the project be- 
cause she ‘‘was just interested 
in finding out how much of Price 
Georges County was already 
settled when it started to func- 
tion as a county, April 23, 1696.”’ 

Mrs. Hienton explained her 
map and the five years research 
behind it at arecent staff meeting 
at Prince Georges County Mem- 
orial Library. She said one of 
her projects for the new year 
would be copying the map for 
the county library and for The 
Library of Congress. 

The map outlines 503 tracts 
of land showing how much of 
the original Price Georges 
County had been settled by 1696. 

She obtained data for the map 
by making weekly trips to the 
land office at Annapolis, where 
she examined land record books 
and copied hundreds of detailed 
land descriptions. These were 
not clear instructions carried 
in modern surveyor’s language. 
For example, the land was not 
laid out in sections, and trees 
were used as markers. 

“It WaS almost impossible to 
pin point the exact location of 
one tract without knowing the 
adjoining one,’’ she explained. 

She illustrated with an example 
dated 1657. 

“‘Cecilius absolute Lord and 
Propietary of the Privinces of 
Maryland...Greetings... Know ye 
that...our dear brother Phillip 
Calvert Esquire...had adventured 
into this our province here to 
inhabit and  wupon...our_ in- 
structions...dated Nov. 12,1656 
...we grant to...said brother... 
all that tract of land lying on 
the west side of Patuxt River 
in the freshes__ near the divid- 
ing of the said river Beginning 
at a marked Beach tree stand- 
ing upon a point...and running 
..-the length of three hundred 
and twenty perches to a marked 
Oak bounding on the west with 
a line drawn south and by west 
from said oak through the wo 
for the length of five hundr— 
perches...and with the said 
branch containing and now laid 
out for one thousand acres more 
or less together with all royal- 
ites and privilages (Royal mines 
excepted) most usually belong- 
ing to Mannors in England.’”’ 

It took painstaking per- 
severance to translate hundreds 
of such descriptions into sections 
on her map. 

Mrs. Hienton said the ’’more 
or less’’ phrase was standard 
in most descriptions of land 
grants. She said the phrase 
about mines was put in, in case 
any were found. A perch is a 
rod or five and a half yards 
in length. She added that the 
‘province of Maryland originally 
had been a gift from the King 
of England to Lord George 
Baltimore and upon his death 
was inherited byhis son Cecilius. 
The latter received the charter 
for settlement of Maryland and 
was given the title Baron of 
Baltimore. 

Mrs. Hienton said thearea now 
included in Prince Georges 
county originally contained parts 
of Charles and Calvert. She 
said the earliest land descrip- 
tion she found of what is now 
Prince Georges county was dated 
1649.

Ik 
is designed to keep walks from 
refreezing and is effective when 
temperatures do not go below 
the high 20’s, On the streets 
the maintenance. department uses 
a mixture of sand and calcium 
chloride.

A number of minor accidents 
involving motor vehicles during 
the past few weeks were 
attributed mainly to icy roads, 
A bali of ice was loosened by a 
snow plow and flew into an auto, 
denting the left front fender. On 
another occasion, a motorist ap= 


plied his brakes to avoid hitting 
‘another car pulling out from a 


parking place, The brakes didnot 
hold on the icy road and the cars 
collided. In another accident a 
car’s brakes did not hold when a 
motorist attempted to stop be- 
hind a car already stopped at 
the intersection of Gardenway 
and Crescent, resulting in a col- 
lision, On Greenbelt Road, this 
side of Kenilworth, a driver tried 
to pull out behind a stalled car 
and was clipped by an auto in 
the next lane, 

On Southway, at the B-W Park- 
way exit, the icy condition caused 
an auto to continue travelling 
after the driver applied his 
brakes to avoid hitting. traffic 
stopped “in the line to get on the 
Parkway. His car hit the one 
in front of it. Investigating 
police found that the driver re- 
sponsible was carrying an ex- 
pired operator’s license, 

Ten minutes later, another ac- 
cident was reported at the inter- 
section of Southway and Ridge 
when a car making the turn off 
Ridge was alleged to have struck 
the car on Southway which was 
stopped at the stop. sign. 
A motorist, who had just dropped 
off a child at St. Hugh’s School, 
did not see another car as it 
backed out of a driveway, andthe 
cars collided. Fortunately, no 
injuries were reported in any of 
these accidents, 

Three youngsters were playing 
in a car, and shortly after they 
departed, a fire started in the 
front seat and the Fire Depart- 
ment was called, Police suspect 
that the youngsters were either 
playing with matches or smoking. 

The owner of the Laundromat 
in the Center reported te police 
that a lock on the coin changing 
machine had been cut in a prob- 
able attempt to rob the machine 
of its contents, The lock did not 
turn enough to enable the thieves 
to succeed in their attempt, 

A resident of Plateau com- 
plained that soap had been put 
in the gas tank of his car, He 
informed police that others have 
had the same trouble on Plateau, 
Police are checking. A motorist 
on Hillside reported finding a car 
window broken by unidentified 
persons, 

A report of youths fighting in 
the parking lot at the Center sent 
police to the scene. One boy was 
apprehended. The boy refused to 
identify any other boys who might: 
have been involved, and he was 
released to the custody of his. 
parents.

The original plan presented to the City Council’ many years 
ago proposed a ‘Municipal Center’ composed of three buildings 
arranged’ on three sides of a Square, with a large parking area 
“in the center, much like our ‘‘courts’’. It was thought probable 
at that time that these buildings would be located where the Fire 
Department building is now. 

On the North was to be the Fire Department and Rescue Squad 
Building. It was to be’a two. story building with a large hall and 
kitchen on the second floor, where dinners and dances could be held. 

Across from that, on the South side of the parking area, was to 
be the Municipal Building. This was to contain the City Offices, 
including the Recreation Department and the Police Department, 
and several meeting rooms. One of these was to be an auditorium 
for City Council meetings, and others of a smaller size for civic 
groups to use. 

The Youth Center Building was to be at the back, built into the 
side of the hill, overlooking Braden Field. It had a basement 
with storage rooms for athletic equipment, and a shower room 
for the use of baseball and football teams. The first floor had a 
large dance floor with a stage (the roller skating program had 
not been introduced at that time); a control office; a table-tennis 
room; a small games room; a multi-purpose room, which could 
be used for meetings, plays, or movies; three arts and crafts 
rooms; an auto shop; a wood-working shop; and a photographic 
darkroom. 

This was far more than we now have and yet you say, ‘‘that 


adults’’ would use the building.) 
As we said, the name is secon- 
dary. fk is true that after six 
years some people still call us 
by our old name ‘‘The Co- 
operater.’’ Maybe the ‘*Youth 
Center’”’® will be’ established by 
usage, as Mr. Fonda predicts. 
Even the ‘‘power of the press’’ 
has some limits.

To illustrate this type of prob-+ 


lem with which the agency deals,; 


here is a true case-history from 
the files of Family Service. Only 
the names have been changed. 

Dale and Joan Lynn are a 
young couple intheir early 20's. 
They have a 1 1/2 year old 
child and one on the way. Dale 
is a veteran, andaphysicsmajor, 
attending the University of Mary- 
land. They live in a cramped 
trailer camp on the campus, and 
*have only $160.00 a month on 
‘which to live. 

Joan used to be an extremely 
normal, sociable girl, but her 
problems seem too much for her, 
and she has turned inward to the 
point that she feels unable to 
meet people, todo ordinary things 


like driving the car or shopping 
alone. When her baby; 
becomes _— completel 
unable to do anything to comfort 
thim. She has completely lost 
_ confidence in herself. She also 
resents her husband’s __ self- 
sufficiency, and seeming lack 
of sympathy during her latest 
pregnancy. To make matters 
worse, both their families live 
out-of-town, which makes them 
more dependent on each other 
for companionship. 

Dale is in-going, self-reliant, 
and a serious student, who hopes 
to be able to finish college so 
he can alleviate their financial 
Status, and get them out of trail- 
er life. He is annoyed when 
he is trying to concentrate on 
subject which require attention, 
to have to stop and take care of 
the baby, take his wife to the 
store, fix something in the trail- 
er, or to try to study while Joan 
has the television set on. He 
lacks understanding of her prob- 


lem of emotional adjustment, and |. 


complains that the phase she is 
going through is a complete per- 
sonality switch. He gets mad, 
shouts and rants at her, or goes 
on a non-speaking binge for sev- 
eral days. 

About four months ago, Joan 
and Dale werereferred to Family 
Service for help by the Coun- 
selling Service at the Univer- 
sity, because of Joan’s fears for

the future of their marriage, and 
her own emotional disturbance. 

Dr. Joyce has been seeing 
them for joint weekly counsell- 
ing sessions ever since. They 
are being seen in jointinterviews 
so that the interaction between 
them can be examined while they 
are actually living through the 
situation, rather than repeating 
it to the counselor in retrospect. 
This has been helpful in having 
both of them move a little more 
rapidly toward a better balanced 
wife-husband relationship, than 
it would have been had they 
been seen separately. 

During these sessions, Joan's 
need for affection and security, 
and her need to regain confi- 
dence in herself have been ex- 
plored. The fact that Dale has 
been able to share himself with 
her in the counselling situation, 
as well as to understand some 
of the difficulties she has been 
facing, has shown a healthy ad- 
vance for both of them. 

As matters stand at the pres- 
ent time, Joan is gradually re- 
covering confidence in herself, 
and is now able to adjust to the 
needs and schedule of her baby, 
so that his crying no longer 
disturbs Dale’s studying. He, 
on the other hand, is now giving 
some indication of appreciation 
of his wife’s better qualities. 
By extending each of themselves 
toward the other, it is probably 
that the situation will be eased 
enough to permit Dale to finish 
college. Once they are in better 
financial cicumstance, have ad-
